~tn e one taken by Dillard of the 6th fllor so why did they need anothe 
one? Actually Jenner is right abojtt a Moorman photo being sold and 
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published but this is the one that shows the President leaning over 
to his left and Jackie Kennedy giving him support as the car passes, 
the grassy knoll# Naturally* Liebeler wasn’t going to call this to 
Jenner’s attention and the point was probably lost to the listeners 
who couldn’t be in a position to know what they were talking about 
but might have come up with the idea that (1) a picture was published 
end (2) a better picture was printed in place of an inferior one* 

Noll, anyway that’s how it went o I’m trying to get the tape 
and then I’ll send it to you* It’s an eye-opener of the thinking og
